COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To Fred W. Bardwell, one of the constables of the town of 
Whately in the County of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the 
town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and Town af- 
fairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, 
the first day of February, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article I To choose a Moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. 


_ Article II To choose all necessary Town Officers, for the 
ensuing year: Town Clerk; one Selectman for three years; 
Auditor; Town Treasurer; one Assessor for three years; one 
School Committee for three years; one Library Trustee for 
three years; one Cemetery Commissioner for three years; 
Tree Warden; Elector under the Will of Oliver Smith; Tax 
Collector and Constables. 


Article III To receive the reports of the various Town 
Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 
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Article IV To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


Article V To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VI To see if the Town will make an appropriation 
for the Puble Library. 


Article VII To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
money for the care of the Cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


Article VIII To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
such sums of money as may be necessary, in anticipation of 
the revenue ot the financial year, beginning January 1, 1926. 


Article IX To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $175.00 to be paid to the Trustees of the County 
Aid to Agriculture in accordance with the Provisions of, and 
for the purpose of, Chapter 128, Sec. 45 of the General Laws, 
or for the support of demonstration work under the direction 
of the Agent or Instructors of the Trustees, on land owned 
by the Town or any resident thereof. 


Article X To see if the Town will choose a Director in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 128, Sec. 41 of the 
(general Laws, to serve for one year. 


Article XI To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money sufficient. for Gypsy and Brown 
Tail Moth work. 


Article XII To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the Street Lights, and authorize 
the Selectmen to make a one-year contract with the Amherst 
Gas Co. 


Article XIII To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the maintenance of Highways, 
under the provisions of Section 26-29, Chapter 81, of the 
General Laws. 
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Article XIV To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $3000.00 for the construction of an Im- 
proved road to continue northerly, on the so-called River 
Road; pfoviding that the State Department of Public 
Works, Division of Highways, will meet that sum with a like 
amount, under the provisions of Section 34, Chapter 90, of 
the General Laws. 


Article XV To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose of giving the Schick Test 
and Toxin-Antitoxin treatment to immunize the School. 
Children from diphtheria, or take any action thereto. 


Article XVI. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate a sum not to exceed Three Hundred and fifty ($350.) 
dollars for the purpose of hiring a visiting teacher to meet 
the problem of instructing the adult immigrant to speak, read 
and write English, and prepare them for naturalization and 
citizenship. 


Article XVII To see if the Town will appropriate a sum 
of money for the removal of snow from the highways, or take 
any action thereto. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in two public places in said Town; 
said posting shall be at least seven days before the time of 
holding said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant 
with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and 
place of meeting as aforesaid.

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REPORT OF THE 


County Agricultural Agent 


FOR THE TOWN OF WHATELY 


A program of work for the County Extension Service was 
arranged at the Town Community Meetings and also at the 
County Meeting of the Town Directors.. The projects which 
it was decided to give special attention to were:: *‘The Better 
Sire Campaign,’’ ‘‘The Production of High Protein Rough- 
age to Reduce the Cost of Grain in Making Milk,’’ and the 
organization of a County Fruit Growers’ Association. 


Continued work has been done on the replacing of bulls 
with better animals, A County Fruit Growers’ Organizaiton 
with 100 members has been organized which put over an ap- 
ple advertising campaign on Columbus Day that has attract- 
ed attention all over New England. 


Probably more alfalfa has been planted this last fall than 
any time durnig the last ten years and more interest has been 
shown in the proper use of lime and many soils have been 
tested for lime requirement and the growing of clovers and 
alfalfa, so we feel that the program was fairly well carried 
out. 


Assistance was given in the selection of seed potatoes. Pas- 
ture and topdressing grass demonstrations were continued. 
Assistance was given in securing and home-mixing dust for 
control of potato insects and disease. Demonstrations in the 
control of woodehucks with Cyanogas were given. A move- 
ment was started which resulted in the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College Experiment Station doing some very definite 
work in the control of onion thrips. 
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Pruning, thinning and spraying demonstrations were given 
and the demonstration orchards carefully followed. Some 
300 blueberry bushes were distributed and a small fruit tour 
organized to study the Raspberry Industry in the eastern 
part of the county. 


In poultry, culling, caponizing and disease control demon- 
strations were given and 65 poultrymen signed up on a cost 
of production accounting project. 


Assistanee was given the Cow Test Association; an Ayr- 
shire Breeders’ Club was organized; assistance given the Jer- 
sey and Holstein Clubs in their programs and Field Days. 
Twenty-three pure-bred bulls and five pure-bred females were 
secured. 


Twenty-three farm surveys were taken and 50 account 
books distributed. Assistance was given in marketing, in 
home-gardening, in ornamental planting of homes and public 


buildings, and cooperation given the White Pine Blister Rust 
Control. . 


A Community Meeting was held in the town of Whately at 
Whately Grange, at which reports of the work were made and 
a program arranged for the coming year. 


A Field Trip for the Holstein Club was organized, visiting 
herds in Whately. Advice was given on the feeding of calves 
and assistance given in the sale and purchase of Live Stock. 
Also furnished material for seed testing. 


A conference was held at South Deerfield which resulted in 
the State Experiment Station doing experimental work which 
has resulted in very definite methods for the control of the 
Onion Thrip. This is of tremendous importance to the Onion 
Growers of the Town. 


Two Poultry Raisers were signed up in the Cost of Pro- 
duction Project which results in monthly contact with the Ex- 
tension Service and the Massachusetts Agricultural College.

REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit this my eighth annual report as 
superintendent of schools of the town. 


It is always a satisfaction to urge the necessity of better 
educational opportunities. There is nothing the present gen- 
eration can do for the future welfare of the town to be more 
worth while than to make the schools and school conditions 
better. Land values may fall, the tobacco crop become over- 
stocked; the onions may not bring a dollar a bag, but. the 
value and worth of an education never lessens; it is always 
worth while. 


IMPROVEMENTS 


The school grounds at East Whately should be leveled off 
and made useable for a playground. The north side is very 
rough and uneven. This should be smoothed and a ball field 
should be laid out north of the school house. 

The walls at the brick school are dingy and should be re- 
done in a light tan color. The dingy green color is deaden- 
ing to both pupils and teacher. 


GRAMMAR GRADUATION 


Last June the eighth grades were gathered to the town hall 
for simple graduating exercises. <A certificate or diploma was 
given to those completing the grammar schools in Whately. ~ 
This makes a pleasant occasion. The people of the different 
parts of the town gather to see the school children who are 
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finishing their work in the town schools. In a town where 
there is no local high school this is certainly a good practice. 


Some have thought pupils who were given a diploma from 
a grammar school were not as likely to go on to High School. 
This has not worked out in practice. In fact pupils who re- 
ceive a diploma from the grammar school are inspired to go 
on to High School. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION AND DRAWING 


Since the war great emphasis has been placed upon the phy- 
sical development of the child. Many schools have a special 
teacher of Physical Education. This teacher comes to the dif- 
ferent school rooms and gives setting up exercises and suggests 
games for the children to play. The ability to engage in good 
vigorous games is an element in building up the physical and 
moral character of children. It is a pityful sight to see child- 
ren standing about the school yards at recess doing nothing. 

The schools of Whately also need someone to systematize 
and supervise the work of drawing in the schools. 


HEALTH 


The doctor and nurse have made the usual examination of 
the school children. The town is paying three hundred dol- 
lars for a school nurse who lives in Greenfield. She is a most 
effeient nurse, but much better results would be secured if the 
towns of Whately, Sunderland and Conway would unite and 
hire a nurse who would devote all’her time to nursing in these 
towns. Such a person could be called upon in emergency 
cases for adult nursing. She could do the follow up work 
after the doctor’s examination and go to the homes to see that 
the defective children got the proper attention. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS 


Last June Mr. Brennan resigned at East Whately and we 
were fortunate in securing the services of Mr. Cecil Eddy, 
who is doing efficient work. 
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Miss Niecankowicz resigned and Miss Katherine Hafey is 
doing satisfactory work in grades four and five at Hast 
Whately. 


Miss Mannis resigned in June, and Miss Louise Callahan, a 
eraduate of Fitchburg Normal was secured for the South 
School and is doing good work. The seventh and eighth 
orades of this school should be taken to the Center and united 
with the same grades there. 


At the West school, Miss Doyle took the place of Miss Cut- 
ler. This school is large and if it continues numerous next 
year the fifth grade can be transported to the Intermediate 
school at the center to good advantage. 


The Center Schools are continuing this year under the same 
experienced teachers as last year. 


SCHOOLS 


The schools of the town as a whole are in a more satisfactory 
condition than they have been during the last ten years. The 
spirit is good among the pupils and the teachers are earnest 
and enthusiastic in their work. 


ATTENDANCE 


The attendance has been good during the fall. Some of the 
schools have maintained a high per cent of attendance. It 
should be interesting for the townspeople to see the monthly 
reports prepared by the superintendent and sent to each 
teacher. 


SCHOOL SAVINGS 


It seems as though the time is at hand when a system of 
savings should be established in the schools of this district. 
If the habit of banking small amounts of money can be in- 
culeated in our young people, it will assure the well being of 
the coming generation. 
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The system used in most of the surrounding towns is that 
of placing in the school room a machine, into which the pupil 
deposits a coin and gets a stamp of the proper denomination 
and paste it upon his ecard. As soon as he gets one dollar in 
the bank, he gets a bank book and draws interest on his de- 
posits. The money is taken to the Savings Bank and the 
school is given credit. 


The banking machine is usually taken to each school room 
onee each week to get the deposits. 


The bank furnishes the banking machines. This involves 
very little work for the teachers; is secure and simple to 
operate. 


The monthly meetings held by the committee has given a 
good opportunity for a free discussion of all the school prob- 
lems and all become conversant with what is going on in the 
schools. 


I wish to thank the committee for their cordial relation and 
helpful suggestions.

Dear Sir: 


May I again urge Whately people to take advantage of the 
protection afforded from diptheria, for their children by the 
Schick Test and Toxin-Antitoxin Treatments. The lives and 
health of these, your children, are certainly worth saving. The 
Schick Test which is a simple harmless skin test shows whether 
the child is susceptible to diptheria or-not. The Toxin- Anti- 
toxin treatment absolutely protects the child receiving it from 
having diptheria. Serious consideration should be given to 
this matter. 


Seventeen children were vaccinated by the school physician 
at a clinic held last fall. 


Assistance has been given the school physician in his yearly 
physical examination of the children, and to the state physi- 
cian who examined some of the children who were behind in 
their grades. 


Thirty-three children who were 10% or more under weight 
were examined by the Westfield State Sanitorium physicians. 
The tuberculin test, to determine whether those with sus- 
picious symtoms had ever been infected with the tubercle 
bacilli was given to twenty-four. This is a part of the ten- 
vear tubereulosis program of the State Department of Public 
Health. Those found to react positively were taken to the 
Westfield Sanitorium for an X-ray. <A careful watch is kept 
over those needing it. Although 90% of the adult population 
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is infected with the germs of tuberculosis, only a small per- 
centage suffers with the active disease. 


Inspections tor communicable disease followed up by home 
visits, have been made and a total of twenty-six children found 
to have some communicable disease was reported to the Board 
of Health. 


The Modern Health Crusade, a method for establishing 
good health habits has been used to some extent in all of the 
schools. The children in three rooms in the East Whately 
School are working on it now. The children are helped to 
establish health habits through the daily reminder of the 
health chore card on which they keep a daily record. The 
Crusade aims to protect the child from disease, especially 
tuberculosis, through healthy living.

Dear Sir: 


At a music conference, some time ago, a committee reported 
one ‘‘Standard Course of Musie for the Graded Schools.’’ 
From this report I quote three sentences which express in a 
general way our scheme of work and which followed out lay 
_a solid foundation for the teaching of vocal music in the public 
schools. , 


First: In the third year the monotone should be practi- 
cally eliminated. Attention should be given to special cases. 


Second: In every year from the first to the sixth the 
ability should be shown of ninety per cent. of the pupils to 
sing individually, freely, correctly, and without harmful vocal 
habits five to ten of the songs sung by the class as a whole. 


Third: In every year from the third to the sixth should 
be found the ability of at least twenty-five to thirty per cent 
of the pupils to sing as well individually at sight, as the class 
can sing as a whole. 

This is the summing up! of the looked for results of the 
music teaching in your schools, which can only be obtained 
by a vast amount of detail work and a persistency of effort 
on the part of the grade teachers to whom, as well as to the 
superintendent, I wish to express my appreciation for the 
willing cooperation shown throughout the year.
